To disobey means to court 
the frowns of an angry God in- 
stead of the smiles of His ap- 
proval. I believe He is sick of 
divisions. He wants unity. He 
wants obedience. He wants the 
people in His hand. He wants to 
protect them from the power of 
Satan. And His hand is large 
enough to hold all who are per- 
fectly obedient. And all that are 
perfectly obedient, to Him are 
enjoying a closer walk with Got 
and each other than those who 
disobey in the slightest degree. 

Many seem to think it, does 
not matter about being so par- 
ticular as to obey Him in every 
detail of life, but the least dis- 
obedience mars the fellowship, 
and to an extent breaks the 
unity. How I long for all cross- 
es and divisions to be put so 
far away that they will never be 
heard of any more. Paul wrote 
to the Church at Corinth and 





hard to destroy spirituality in’ 


and; 
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saying, “Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 


say,| speak the same thing, and that 


there be no divisions among 
you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judg- 
ment,” (1 Cor..1:10) And now 
to hear of the crosses and divi- 
sions it grieved the great loving 
heart of this wonderful man of 
God. 

And these divisions were in 
the Church of God (1 Cor. 1:2) 
at Corinth. But Paul said, “I 
partly believe it.” He was so 
very sorry of it. He did not 
want it to be that way. He 
would push it from him if pos- 
sible. Intimate friends divided. 
Church members having crosses 
and divisions. Could it be pos- 
sible? Like Paul I always hate 
to hear such things. I like unity. 
I know it is specially necessary 
for us to have unity and strength 
in these-days of «division and 
strife. 

But Paul had this trouble tu 

contend with in his day. And 
can we hope for anything bet- 
ter? Is it possible to have a 
church “not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing?” 
Will there always be divisions? 
Will there always be crosses? 
Will the people keep hammering 
away to break the unity, and 
will we allow little things t» 
separate us and thus cause us 
to grow weaker when we should 
become stronger and stronger? 
i know nothing better than the 
information given by Paul. The 
saints are to be perfected. (Eph. 
4:12) They will come to the un- 
ity of the faith. (Eph. 4:13) 
They will reach the state of a 
perfect man. The time will 
come, and is now here with 
many, when they will not be 
tossed about with every wind of 
doctrine. 
‘ The experience of the past 
year is enough to prove their 
steadfastness. They won’t budge 
an inch from the right way. 
They have stood the test and 
are stronger by it. They arc 
more firmly knit together than 
they ever have been. There may 
be a few around that are not 
yet firmly established, but every 
wind that blows helps them to 
take deeper hold on the truth. 
And thousands are so firmly fix- 
ed now that nothing would in- 
duce them to go away. They are 
in the Church to stay. 

There is one thing yet that is 
hurting the experience of some 
of our people slightly, but a lit- 
tle more grace will cauSe even 
that to disappear. I believe the 
Holy Ghost can do more to re- 
move that fault than I can do, 
so I do not want to interfere 
with it. I will say this, however, 
that anything that has a tenden- 
ey to make your experience dull 
should be omitted. What we 
want is unity and strength, and 
anything that tends to separate 
is an enemy that should be re- 
sisted and barred out.. 

Two men, brothers in the 
Church, were fast friends. They 
had worked together for years 
in perfect harmony. They were 
both highly respected by all and 
occupied positions of trust, and 
honor. They seemed to become 
a little jealous of one another. 
They began to talk uncharitably 
about each other. This caused a 
gradual separation between

tlement. I got them on_ their 


panes and soon they seemed to 


realize that they were in the 
presence of a mighty God. They 
seemed to pray through to vic- 
tory and get everything under 
the blood, and I suppose _ there 
is nothing between-them, but, I 
confess I have never seen them 
quite as close to each other 
since as they were before. They 
do not seem to have that warm- 
ih of spirit that they once had. 
And I fully believe that first step 
toward this condition was too 
much talk unbecoming for 
Christians. And this always 
hurts any body that engages in 
it. 

What we want is a_ closer 
walk with God and each other. 
And we must not allow any- 
thing to escape our lips about 
another that we would not 
want said about our mother or 
ourselves. Carrying reproaches 
from one to another will al- 
ways hurt our experience. Just 
as little as such can be _ talked 
about to give them the proper 
attention to get matters ad- 
justed the better it will be for 
all concerned. Such talk is not 
edifying, and Paul exhorts us to 
do all things to edify. And any- 
shing that is not edifying is 
usually better left off. 

There is a peculiarity about 
iny experience that is different 


to what it used to be. hardiy 
know how to express it, but I 


know it is real. I feel something 
that seems to be akin to com- 
passionate love. I have seen 
mothers make over their babies 
in a manner to show their deep 
mother love for them. I have a 
feeling similar to that, only I 
hold my actions in check. It 
must be something like David 
and Jonathan possessed when 
they loved each other so much 
that, in their embracing and 
caressing one another it is 
said that David exceeded. This 
is wonderful! I can hardly re- 
frain from similar exercises 
some times. 

I believe this is what we all 
need, only probably more of it, 
but of course we cannot allow 
ourselves to fall. on one an- 


other’s necks and kiss each 
other compassionately every 


time we meet. But I certainly 
feel like it a good deal of the 
tine as I meet my brothers in 
the Lord. This is wonderful! I 
feel it now working in my being. 
It reaches out to the entire 
membership of the Church of 
God. I believe it is growing in 
others as well as in myself. I 
believe the Holy Ghost is get- 
ting us ready for the coming of 
our Lord. I do not know how 
to express it with sufficient em- 
phasis to satisfy the longing of 
my heart. 

I tell you, beloved, there is 
“something in the wind.” I ain 
reminded of a great magnet 
that is used sometimes in pick- 
ing up the small pieces of steel 
out of the dust at steel mills. 
When the big crane swings the 
big magnet out over the dusi 
pile the dust begins to fly and 
the little particles of steel jump 
right out of the ground and 
dirt and stick to the big magnet, 
and it seems like every little 
piece does its best to get right a- 
gainst the magnet. The great 
Magnet that, is going to pull the 
dead out of the graves and lift 
the living saints off the earth to 
meet the Lord in the air seems 
to be swinging around nearby 
sometimes.
